Psoriasis is one of the mor 
common skin diseases, affect 
ing nearly 1,000,000 people in 
the I'nited States and account 
ing for about 4 per cent of all 
skin diseases reported. It is a 
chronic skin disease of some 
antiquity, for knowledge of its 
occurrence goes back as far as 
the biblical era.

The cause of the disease is 
still unknown and no cure for 
It has yet been found.

Fortunately, however, psor-
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-is can generally be con-
 oiled by present-day therapy,

As a rule, he district attor­ 
ney to win a verdict must prove 
each point in his complaint 
against an accused person be­ 
yond a reasonable doubt.

But some crimes may   pre­ 
sume" guilt: Thus it is itself 
a crime to possess narcotics: If 
an officer finds such drugs con­ 
cealed in a car or on a person, 
the law presumes that the de­ 
fendant knowingly possessed 
them. Hence, it is up to the 
accused to explain how they 
got there, if he can. Otherwise 
guilty.

     
SUPPOSE narcotics are con- 

cealed during transportation 
across a national border. The 
federal law presumes that the 
owner knew that they are 
smuggled unless he can prove 
otherwise.

THOUGH THE cause of pso­ 
riasis Is unknown, there is 
enough evidence at hand to In­ 
dicate that an attack of the 
disease may be triggered by 
an infection such as a "strep" 
hroat. an injury to the skin, 
lowcver slight   sunburn, 
emotional upsets, and so forth. 
At times It also seems to be 
closely associated with dia­ 
betes or rheumatoid arthritis. 

Treatment of psoriasis var­ 
ies from case to case, and 
whatever is prescribed by the 
attending physician, whether 
X-ray or ultraviolet light, oral 
drugs or some local medica­ 
tion, depends on the stage ol 
the disease and the physical 
condition of the patient. What 
clears up the eruption in one 
person may prove to have little 
or no value when used on an 
other and similar case.

IMPROVFMENT of the con- 
dition is often noted during 
the summer months, and this 
Is presumably because of 
greater exposure to the ultra­ 
violet ravs of the sun.

ANOTHER law presumes* 
hat certain drugs on an un­ 

authorized person are smug­ 
gled; and the courts have said 
that the burden is on the im­ 
porter to prove ha brought 
them in legally.

California law places a great­ 
er burden on offenders who 
use cars or trucks to deal in 
narcotics. If drugs are found 
in their car, the state may 
seize It from the owner. Again, 
the state proves its case that 
the owner knowingly used the 
car illegally by the fact that 
the drugs were concealed in it.

SOME "presumptions of 
guilt" may be unconstitutional. 
California had a law that said 
a person who bought or re- ' 
celved stolen property from 
a person under 18 years old 
(unless In a regular business) 
was presumed to know It was 
stolen. This is a crime. The 
court said this presumption of 
guilty knowledge placed an un­ 
fair burden on the accused to 
explain.

'n civil cases presumptions 
often arise once certain facts 
are shown. From them there 
may b« civil penalties. Thus^ 
when your net worth greatip 
Increases over your Income, 
the tax man may presume that 
    '"d not report all your 
income.
